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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is responsive to Amendment filed on 05/25/2007. The 
Amendment has been entered. 

Claims 1-13 are pending. Claims 14-60 are cancelled. 

Claim Objections 

1. Claims 10, 12 and 13 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 10, line 10, the phrase "and transmitting" is redundant. 

In claim 12 the phrase "said attribute" lacks antecedent basis. 

In claim 13 the phrases "said attribute", said semi-static part", lack antecedent 

basis. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC § 112 

2. Claims. 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
steps. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted steps are: 

As to claim 1, the omitted steps are: a) the "environment " measuring step, such 
step is required for the deciding step of the bearer service profile type, see figure 1 A, 
specification page 7, lines 14-23 and b) the assignment step of the transport format 
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combination set, such step is required prior to the selection step as indicated by figure 
1A, specification, page 8, lines 7-12. 

As to claim 10, the omitted steps are: the deciding step of a bearer service 
combination type of a bearer service; b) measuring a radio environment which is 
required for the following step c); c) the step of deciding a bearer service profile type 
according to the bearer service combination type and the measuring of radio 
environment. 

Claims 2-9 and 12-13 depend from respective claims 1 and 10, thus they are 
subject to the same rejections. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see REMARKS/ARGUMENTS, filed 05/15/2007, with 
respect to Roobol and 112 first paragraph rejections et al have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 34-47 and 49-60 have been withdrawn in 
view of the cancellations. 

However, based on further review of the specification and the pending claims, a 
new ground of rejections is being applied as indicated above.
